Undd-hu decidod not to interfere in tue 
death sentences of Theodora Durrani 
and Suiter 0. Wordcn. Thy former was 
convicted of the murder of Blanche La- 
ment at Emmanuel Baptist elmrcli, mid 
Worden was found guilty of wrecking a 
train during the A.K.U. etrike tbrea 
years ago, when Engineer Clark and 
three United States Boldiera were hilled. 


SACUAMHXTO. May 81.—In rendem-n 


hie decision in.the Worden eaae Gover- 
nor lludd has not deemed it necessary 
to make any extended comments. He 
Biujply notified hie oillca representative 
to enter on the booka the fact that ex- 
ecutive clemency waa refused on the 
ground tbat there waa no reason for bis 
interference. 


Tbe basis, he flaya, of the application 


for clemency waa not innocence, but 
mental irresponsibility. But this was 
by no means proven. 
Worden, he con- 


tends, ic shown by the evidence to be 
naturally of a vicious and violunt dispo- 
sition and bad been previously convicted 
of felony.

The statement of the governor in the 


Durrant case as given out at his otlico 
lute tliia afternoon runs as follows: 


"Tho hearing of tbe application of \V. 


H. T. Uurrant for pardon or commuta- 
tion of sentence, heretofore lilud.oame 
on for hearing at this oilice Friday, May 
14, 1897. Notice was given to tho attor- 
neys for Durrant, tbo district attorney 
of S:tn Francisco und to the public 
through the prune. Mr. Kujrune Ueu- 
prev and Georjze A. A. Tobb, iiUornuys 
for Durrant, appeared at tins hearing 
and presented liiu chuma for executive 
interference. No appearance WBH muilo 
in opposition. At the conclusion of tbo 
hearing tbe matter wan taken niidur ml- 
vieomunt. Under tbo law a"1' the con- 
Btitution the duty IB imposed upon thu 
governor of inquiring into applications 
for pardon or other ititorlereiiuu wilh tlm 
judgment of thn courts in thu nioet gen- 
eral manner. Tho ovidenco ifi required 
to bu forwarded to him for OXHUUU&- 
tion. The trial judge and district at- 
tornoy are required to furnish btutt)- 
niuntu of the lacta proven at the trial 
And the governor may inquire into and 
require, a statement of any other facts 
having reference to tho propriety of 
granting or refusing thu pardon. 


"Undersuch circuinaUnceo it becomes 


the duty of the uxeuntive in a proper 
case to give thu evidence in the cuae, tlitt 
circumstances attending the trial and 
the credibility of tho witnaetw tlm most 
Boarching investigation, lie should ex- 
amine newly discovered evidence und 
consider and jjivo tho proper weight M 
evidence and clrcumB'ancos which could 
not have been and were not introduced 


• at or considered by tho trial court.

THE PEOPLE IMPATIENT. 


Complain of the Delay in Passing 


the Tariff Bill. 


WASHINGTON, May 31.—Secretary Gage 


has returned to this city from Cincin- 
natit where he was a guest at tbe ban- 
quet given taet Friday by tbe Commer- 
cial Club of the city to the visiting cluba 
from Chicago, Boston and St. Louis. 
Mr. Gage said today tbat a feeling oE im- 
patience seemed to be general among 
tbe people at tbe delay in tho passing of 
a tariff bill. Tbe Country was in a con* 
dition 
approaching etagualion, and 


although tbe public realize that the 
greatest care ie necessary in the con- 
struction ol a bill of such vaet import- 
ance, the people were beginning to com- 
plain of tbe lime being consumed. What 
they moat wanted was the prompt pass- 
age of u tariff bill tbat would produce 
pulticient revenues, and with that ques- 
tion out ol the way, the government 
could take up the question of reform in 
the currency. 
The business men in attendance on 


the Cincinnati 
meeting, 
Mr. Gage 


thought, were azroed that a currency 
commission should be authorized and 
appointed at once with a view to the 
reformation plan, which could be pre- 
sented to congress on its reassembling 
in Dacetnber. During the recess of con- 
gress it was thought tbat hearings could 
and should be given to those who might 
desire to be beard from all parts of tbe 
country. It was a great question, he 
added, and should have the fullest die- 
cuBsion. If tbe commission should fail 
to agree upon a satisfactory plan, the 
administration very 1'kely would have a 
proposition to present to congress. In 
any event tbe people with whom the 
secretary conferred agreed tbat some 
action should be taken at once. The 
business of tbe country impatiently de- 
manded it, be concluded.

The United States steamship Marion
